To supply . the neccessary fiuld, 
other nervous impulses pass to the 
small skin blood-vessecls (to cause 
them to Iibernte. water for the 
sweat glands to use) and to the 
blood vessels of the kidney - (to 
cause them to cut down, on fluid 
loss in that direction).

In such people, the small blood 
vessels of th skin release the water 
necessary for making the sweat 
just as in other ‘people. But there 
is no sweat loss to remove it, In 
consequence, such people have tho 
added misery of swollen hands and 
fect in hot weather:

“ HEN the fate. of dynas- - 
: ties, regimes, ‘states or 
nations is at stake, half- 
measures and compromises have 
never helped, and never will.” 
It was the tragedy of Edouard 
Benes, the farmi:r’s son, who was 
elected President of the nation he 
had helped to create, that the half- 
measures and compromises, whose 
futility he riallsed so clearly, dogged 
the fate of Czechoslovakia and her 
people.

So fur nine have died in hosvital. 

Four firemen were admitted yes- 
terday. three of whom will be dis- 
charged today and the other to- 
morrow, - : 

Fourteen patients were admitted 
yesterday in a serious condition and 
two have since died. Tho other 12 
are reported to be in a “very serious” 
condition, but there are hopes they 
will recover. e 

Severat unldentified casualties are 
in hospital, including two children. 

The total known dead up to this 
afternoon was 20. .
